WASHINGTON, April 2.-~Tlie President 


has just issued the lillowing proclamation : 
BY THE PRESIDENT OE THE UNITED STATBS 


OF AMERICA — A PROCLAMATION. ^ -I 


WHEREAS, By proclamation of the 15th 


and 19th of April, 1861, 
the President of 


the United States, in virtue of the power 
vested in him by the Constitution and the 
laws, declared that the laws of the United 
States were opposed and the execution 
thereof obstructed in the States of 'South 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana and Texas, by combina- 
tions too ^powerful to be suppressed by the 
ordinary course of judicial proceedings or 
by the powers vested in the Marshals by 
law; and

on the 16th day of August, in the same 
year, in pursuance of an act of -Congress 
approved July 13th, 1861, the inhabitants 
of the States of Georgia, South Carolina, 
Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee,' Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, -Mis- 
sissippi and Florida, except the inhabitants 
of that part of the State of Virginia lying 
west of the Alleghany
